Most people would have to 
get up pretty early in the 
morning to get ahead of a 
group of 6ager young science 
students at South High School.

Members of Frank Crean's 
science research class get up at 
6 every morning to watch phy­ 
sics and chemistry classes on 
TV. In addition to. regular 
daily class meetings, the stu­ 
dents also meet twice a week 
after school and on Saturday 
mornings.

Most class members are tak- 
the "Continental Classroom" 
course for credit and, accord­ 
ing to the'University of Cali­ 
fornia, the SHS students are 
the only high school group to 
do so as a body; If this wern't 
enough, three members of the 
class are also taking courses at 
El Camino.

CREAN'S CLASS watches 
Dr. Harvey Whites atomic 
physics lectures on "Continen­ 
tal Classroom each1 ' morning 
at 6, and hear Dr. John Bax­ 
ter's talks on chemistry at,6;3P. 
Only the physics coitfse5l be­ 
ing taken for credit, however, 
since the teacher feels that 
both classes, added to their 
high school programs, would 
be too much of a load.

"It takes me about: five 
hours a week to do the re­ 
quired work for the class and 
it seems to take the students 
about twice as long," noted 
Crean, who studies right along 
with the students.

THE SCIENCE research class 
includes top academic seniors 
at the school who are inter­ 
ested particularly in science.

Each class member also is 
writing a research paper on 
some phase of physics. Topics 
include such subjects as "Liq­ 
uid vs. Solid Propellants," 
"Plasmoids in Space Travel," 
"Why Satellites Stay Up," "The 
Van Alien Belts," and' others.
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Crean assigned these topics, 
but students will choose their 
own subjects next semester.

Two class members George 
Cobabe and Steve Rodgers  
recently imparted their know­ 
ledge of "air" to third and 
fourth graders in A n z a Ele­ 
mentary School. (Both boys 
were surprised, incidentally, 
to discover that the Anza prin­ 
cipal, Carl Shaner, had been 
their fifth grade teacher when 
he taught at Riviera School.)

CREAN HOPES his students 
will be asked to make more 
such appearances.

Science researchers also 
come on Wednesday and Fri­ 
day afternoons and on Satur­ 
day mornings for additional 
study and work with scientific 
equipment. Crean plans to 
have guest lecturers from in­ 
dustry or college speak to the 
students from time to time. 
Right now, all of the class 
members hope to go into sci­ 
ence as a career.

A 14-year veteran of teach­ 
ing Crean also instructs phys­ 
ics, advanced scieflce, 'and 
French classes at South High. 
He previously taught in New 
ork, New Jersey, and the West 
Indies.

"Interest is very high in the 
course, Crean said. "We're go- 
ingto take in as much as we 
can and take the students as 
far as they can go."
